In other words, that the actual 
attendance was lee© than 20 per cent 
of the possible enrollment for the 
county.

sit on juries and render verdicts ac­ 
cording to the law' and the evidence? 
Are they being trained so that in the 
event our country should go to war 
they will answer the call as a volun­ 
teer instead of as a conscript? Mr. 
Borden stated that the study of Lat­ 
in, geom etry, algebra, etc., 
alone 
would not make good 
citizenship, 
th at he, himself, had lost five years 
in the study of Latin. He said that 
sundryisms being taught throughout 
the country indicate the danger con­ 
fronting us. “ There is a vast differ­ 
ence,” he said, “in teaching a sub­ 
ject and in teaching a human being.” 
He declared th at children are all the 
time receiving impressions that make 
for education of one kind or another, 
and therefore, right conceptions and 
clear visions should characterize our 
every step in all educational work; 
that lessons outside the school do 
not counteract lessons taught in the 
school room. He declared that edu­ 
cation should bring about the har­ 
monious development of all latent 
powers and prepare us for the duties 
and responsibilities of life. Mr. Bor­ 
den commended the boys' and girls’ 
club activities, calling attention to 
the fact th a t Waldon O rr’s corn re ­ 
cord of 42 bushels was more than 
double the average for the state. He 
stated that wrhen the rooster crows 
in the morning it is the whistle for 
the greatest industry in the world, 
and th at no rural school could do a 
better thing than to assist in what­ 
ever would be for the advancement 
of agriculture, calling attention to 
the needed work in soil conservation, 
better livestock, more home conven­ 
iences, better

MR. LOWRY WRITING ON CATTLE 
DIPPING FOR BRAZOS COUNTY 


(Special to the Eagle) 
Route 6, Bryan, Texas, Oct. SO.— 
Will you please 
allow 
me 
space 
enough in your valuable paper to ex­ 
press my opinion concerning the sub 
ject of cattle dipping, which subject 
seems to be one which has created 
great- acetation among us farm ers, 
and strangely it has produced such 
great differences of opinion as to its 
good qualities and to its effects. I sl 
I write to recommend the dipping of 
cattle, the checking ofthe produc­ 
tion of the cattle tick which includ­ 
es not only the fever tick but other 
varieties as well, if there be such 
varieties but such specimens of tick 
some producing fever and others not 
I very much doubt but will .say that 
all varieties of the tick, if there be 
more than one, are harm ful to the 
beast and all no good and all very 
prolific, and all should be exterm in­ 
ated as much as possible. However, 
I do not believe that they will ever 
be thoroughly, what is called eradic­ 
ated, no more than I believe that 
Johnson grass, Bermuda grass, cvck- 
leburs, etc., which are very obnox­ 
ious to our' crops can be thoroughly 
destroyed in Brazos county in spite 
of all the laws that can be made ana 
I think it is ju st as much sense t o 
make titrht compulsory laws, increase 
the taxes and appoint some mole 
federal bosses, agricultural scientific 
men, to tome around our farm s, and 
show us how wk must do in order to 
kill out such plants as named above 
for the good 
of the 
community, 
nu state as to keep a lot of 
, ,r 
around fixing dafes and 
ordering us to dip our cattle and 
hevkirt* them over to r the purpose 
oi ^o-ealled eradicating the tick and 
for its object to benefit the act of 
cut tit railing. Cattle dipping should 
be done voluntarily and not compuls­ 
ory ai d at the expense of tho county, 
too, for the benefit 
of us 
poorer 
farm ers who have only small herds 
and are not able to own and maintain 
vats or our own. Large stockmen cun 
use the vats ma ic for the public if 
they wish to or build vats and buy 
the ingredients at their own expense 
for private vats. This will do away 
with the salaries of the inspectors, 
but may have to employ some one 
competent person living near each 
vat to keep it in repair and to mix 
up tic substance but which ought to 
ii od doubtless can be done cheaper 
than m aintaining the expense of a 
bo.ss and inspector at the vats. This 
arrangem ent will remedy the act of 
having so many herds driven at the 
vats the same day as all men with 
the experience of dipping will de­ 
clare that the meeting of other herds 
of cattle coming from the vats while 
taking his own herd there is an act 
of aggravation, in the separation of 
the beasts. 
This 
will not compel 
stock owners on certain days, incon­ 
venient for him to dip, and have his 
cattle checked up, as cases of sick­ 
ness, death, storm or other accidents 
but can take some other day for it, 
more convenient to him and by his 
good 
example 
and 
improvement 
which the dipping has in his nerd, 
will soon convince his neighbor who 
is of a contrary nature and does not 
believe in the dipping of cattle, the 
great benefit of dipping 
and 
the 
neighbor being convinced wull soon 
follow suit and dip his stock, too. 
There seems to be three classes of 
people divided on the subject of cat­ 
tle dipping; one class who don’t be­ 
live in dipping at all and give some

both been known to make some, and 
there grass and weeds grow into it 
the same time and again they will 
come back next year, and they do 
grew along ditches and gulleys, etc., 
and your neighbors C. & D., may not 
be trying to kill theirs out as there 
is no law to make them do it.

Another class of people wants laws 
made to make everybody dip, win­ 
ter, summer and all, and wants the 
owner tried and fined should he ever 
fail to dip one of his cattle, for a 
good reason, and insist upon the in­ 
spector to particularly check up Mr. 
Jones’ herd or Mr. Sm ith’s herd. To 
this class of people I will ask of y o u :............................ 
why don’t you insist on getting fed- ter comjng to this county 
to 
eral bosses over our farm s, and make 
out their grass and 
everybody kill 
weeds to a certain form laid out by 
some agricultural experim ent station 
which stations are employing .scores 
of scientific men, drawing 
salaries 
from $2000 to $4000 per annum and 
have nothing to do, no responsibility 
whatsoever, but m ust 
make 
favor­ 
able appearances by w riting out bul­ 
letins. Get bosses, I say, and put all 
over a county among the farm ers, at 
a salary of no less than 
$125 
per 
month and make the farm ers comply 
with these worthless bulletins which 
go out from the experim ent stations 
and make the farm er do it, too, not 
as they want to or at their conven­ 
ience, but according to written ord­ 
ers copied from articles from the ex- 
erim ent station. Then boast of your 
free country, your democratic coun­ 
try, a governm ent made by the peo­ 
ple and run by the people. Another 
class of people believe in dipping 
whenever it is necessary and will dip 
regularly every two, three or four 
weeks if it is necessary, will not try 
to force his neighbor to dip, if the 
neighbor don’t w ant to but might 
forbid his neighbor’s ticky cattle to 
come upon his place, and will help 
his neighbor to dip his cattle if his 
neighbor is sick. He will send his son 
over to gather up his neighbor’s cat­ 
tle and join herds on the way to the 
vat. To this class I bid you a cordial 
greeting and will unite with you. I 
salute you as friends and comrades. 
The art of cattle raising is a very im­ 
portant one and is due careful con­ 
sideration. It is possible if not prob­ 
able that Hie automobile, the auto 
truck, the steam plow, etc., will soon 
take the place of the horse and the 
mule and the horse and the mule will 
soon be things of the past, but not so 
with the milch cow, which furnishes 
us milk and butter and the steer that 
furnishes us beef. There never will 
be any substitute 
for 
them. 
No 
machinery can ever be invented to 
take the place of the milch cow and 
beef steer. The milch cow, the work 
ox, were the main faithful servants 
of our forefathers, when they first 
settled New England in the Seven­ 
teenth century and our great grand­ 
parents nourished themselves from 
milk of the cow and parched corn 
meal some three hundred years ago, 
and J will dare say that 300 years 
from now the milch cow will still bo 
in existence and her production of 
milk will then be nourished and re­ 
spected as it is today and we should 
now in gratitude for the value of her 
endeavor to relieve her of the an­ 
noying pests, ticks, flies of all veri­ 
ties, but we should do it without hav­ 
ing to me made to do it. I don’t like
